thing therein contained, o2 of any part thereof, and ſhall be thereof law- 
fully convicted, accoꝛding tothe Laws ofthis Realm, by verdict of twelve 
men, oꝛ by his own conteſſion, o2 by the notoztous evidence of the fad;

late unhappy troubles, have ariſen and grown; and many people have 
been ledinto Factions and Schilms, to the great decay and ſcandal ofthe 
Kefo2med Religton of the Church of England, and to the hazard ol many 
ſouls : Fo; pꝛevention whereofin time to come, fo2 ſetling the Peace of 
the Church, and fo2 allaying the preſent diſtempers, which the ttidiſpoſt- 
tion of the time hath contraced, the Rings Pajeſty (accowing to Hts 
Declaration of the Five and Cwentteth of October One thouſand ſir hun⸗ 
Ded and firty) granted Hts Commiſſion under the great Seal of England 
to ſeveral Biſhops and other Divines to review the Book of Commont 
Mayer, and to p2epare ſuch Alterations and Additions, as they thought 
fit to offer 3 and afterwards the Convocations of both the P2ovinces of 
Canterbury and York , being b — Majeſty called and aſſembled (and 
now ſitting) His Majeſty hath been pleaſed to Authoꝛtze and require the 
Pꝛeſidents of the ſatd Convocations,and other the Biſhops and Clergy 
of the ſame, to review the ſald Book of Common Pzayer, and the By 
of the Foꝛm and manner of the Making and Conſecrating of Biſhops, 
Paieſts, and Ocacons3 And that after mature conſideration, they ſhould 
make ſuch Additions and Alterattons in the ſald Books reſpectively, as 
to them ſhould ſeem meet and convenient; And ſhould exhibit and pꝛelent 
the ſame to His Majeſty in waiting, fo2 his further allowance oz confir- 
mation 3 Since which time, upon full and mature deltberation, they the 
ſaid Pzeſidents, Biſhops, and Clergy of both P2ovinces have acco2d- 
ingly reviewed the ſald Books, and have made ſome Alterations which 
they think fit to be inſerted to the ſame; and ſome Addittonal Pꝛapers to 
the laid Bok of Common Pꝛaper, tobeuſed upon p2oper and emergent 
occaſions; and have erhtbited and pꝛeſented the ſame unto His Majeſty 
in wittng, in one Bok, Entituled, The Book of Common Prayer, and Ad- 
miniſtration of the Sacraments, and other Rites and Ceremonies of the Church;

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PREFACE. 


SE T: wr been the Wiſdom of the Church of 
n 7 England „ ever (mee the firſt compiling of 
„He Public Liturgy , to keep the Mean 
i/e between the two Extremes, of too much 
Stiffneſs in refuſing, and of too much Eaſmeſs 
in admitting any variation from it. For, 
n as on the one fide common Experience ſhem- 
EBW” et, that where a change hath been made of 
things adviſedly eſtabliſhed (no evident neceſſity ſo requiring) ſundry 
mconveniences have thereupon enſued ; and thoſe many times more, and 
greater then the evils that were intended to be remedied by ſuch change : 
So on the other fide , the particular Forms of Divine Worſhip, and the 
Rites and (eremonies appointed to be uſed therein, being things in their 
own nature Indiſferent, and alterable, and fo acknowledged ; it is but 
reaſonable ., that upon weighty and important conſiderations , accord- 
ing to the various exigency of times and occaſions , ſuch changes and 
alterations ſhould be made therein, as to thoſe that are in place of Au- 
thority ſhould from time to time ſeem either neceſſary or expedi- 
ent. Accordingly we find, that in the Reiens of ſeveral Princes of 
bleſſed memory ſince the Reformation, the Church upon juſt and weighty 
conſiderations Her thereunto moving, hath yielded to make ſuch alte- 
rations in ſome particulars , as in their reſpective times were thought 
convenient: Jet ſo , as that the mam Boch and Eſſentials of it (as 
well in the chiefeſt materials, as in the frame and order thereof) have 
ſtill continued the ſame unto this day, and do yet - ſtand firm and un- 
ſhaken , notwithſtanding all the Pain attempts and impetuous aſſaults 
made againſt it by ſuch men as are given to change, and have always 


diſcovered 


— 
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diſcovered a greater regard to their own private Fancies and Intereſts, 
then to that duty they owe to the Publick. 

By what undue means, and for what miſchievous purpofes the uſe 
of the Liturey ( though enjoyned by the Laws of the Land, and thoſe 
Laws never yet repealed ) came , durmg the late unhappy confu⸗ 
ſions , to be diſcontinued, is too well known to the World , and we are 
not willing here to remember. But when, upon His Majeſties happy 
Reſtauration it ſeemed probable , that, amongſt other things, the uſe 
of the Liturgy alſo would return of courſe ( the ſame having never 
been legally aboliſhed ) unleſs ſome timely. means were uſed to 
prevent it; thoſe nen, who under the late uſurped powers bad made 
it a great part of their buſmeſs to render the people diſaffected thereunto, 
ſaw themſelves in point of reputation and intereſt concerned ( unleſs they 
would freely acknowledge themſelves to have erred , which ſuch men are 
very bardly brought to do) with their utmoſt endeavours to hinder the 
reſtitution thereof. In order whereunto divers Pamphlets were pub- 
liſhed againſt the Book of Common Prayer, the old Objections 
muſtered up , with the addition of ſome new ones more then formerly 
bad been made, to make the number ſwell. In fine, great import u⸗ 
nities were uſed to His Sacred Majeſty , that the ſaid Book might be 
Reviſed „and ſuch Alterations therein, and Additions thereunto made, 
as ſhould be thought requiſite for the eaſe of tender Conſciences : Wheres 
unto His Majeſty, out of His pious Inclination to give ſatisfaction ( fo 
far as could be reaſonably expected) to all His Subjects of what per- 
ſwaſion ſoever, did graciouſly condeſcend. 

In which Review we have endeavoured to obſerve the like Modera- 
tion, as we find to have been uſed in the like caſe in former times. 
And therefore of the ſundry Alterations propoſed unto us , we have re- 
jected all ſuch as were either of dangerous conſequence (as ſecretly 
ſtriking at ſome eſtabiſhed Doctrine, or laudable Practiſe of the Church 
of England , or indeed of the whole Catholick Church of Chriſt ) or elſe 
of no conſequence at all, but utterly frivolous and vain. But ſuch Al- 
terations as were tendred to us (by what perſons, under what pretences, 
or to what purpoſe ſoever ſo tendred ) as ſeemed to us in any degree re- 
quiſite or expedient , we have willingly, and of our own accord aſſented 
unto : Not enforced ſo to do by any ſtrength of of Argument , con- 
vincing us of the neceſsity of making the ſaid Alterations : For we are 
fully perſwaded in our judgments (and we here profeſs it to the World) 
that the Book, as it ſtood before eſtabliſhed by Law , doth not con- 
tain in it any thing contrary to the Word of God, or to ſound Do- 
frine , or which a godly man may not with a good Conſcience uſe and 
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ſubmit unto , or which is not fairly defenſible againſt any that ſhall 
oppoſe the ſame ; if it ſhall be allowed ſuch juſt and favourable cunſtyn⸗ 
cbion as in Common Equity ought to be allowed to al Humane Writin 5. 
eſpecially ſuch as are ſet forth by Authority , and even to the ery 0 
Tranſlations of the holy Scripture it ſelf. 3 A 
Our general aim therefore in this Undertaking was , not to gra- 
tie this or that Party in any their unreaſonable demands; but to 
do that, which to our beſt underſtandings we conceived might moſt 
tend to the preſervation of Peace and Unity in the Church ; the pro- 
curmg of Reverence, and exciting of Piety and Devotion in the Pub- 
lick Worſhip of God; and the cutting off occaſion from them that 
ſeek occaſion of Cavil, or quarrel againſt the Liturgy of the Church. 
And as to the ſeveral variations from the former Book , whether by 
Alteration, Addition , or otherwiſe , it ſhall ſuffice to give this ge- 
neral account, That moſt of the Alterations were made, either firſt, 
for the better direction of them that are to officiate in any part of 
Divine Service; which is chiefly done in the Kalendars and Ru- 
bricks : Or ſecondly, for the more proper expreſsing of ſome words or 
phraſes of ancient uſage, in terms more ſuitable to the Language of 
the preſent Times, and the clearer explanation of ſome other words 
and phraſes , that were either of doubtful ſignification , or otherwiſe 
liable to miſconſtruction: Or thirdly, for a more perfect rendring of 
ſuch portions of holy Scripture, as are inſerted into the Liturgy ; 
which, in the Epiſtles and Goſpels eſpecially , and in ſundry other pla- 
ces, are now ordered to be read according to the laſt Tranſlation : And 
that it was thought convenient, that ſome Prayers and Thankſg1- 
vines, fitted to ſpecial occaſions, ſhould be added in their due places; par- 
ticularly for thoſe at Sea, together with an Office for the Baptiſm 
of ſuch as are of riper years ; which, although not ſo neceſſary when 
the former Book was compiled , yet by the growth of Anabaptiſm, 
through the licentionſneſs of the late Times crept in amongſt us, is now 
become neceſſary , and may be always uſeful for the Baptixing of Na- 
tives in our Plantations , and others converted to the Faith. If any 
man, who ſhall defire a more particular account of the ſeveral Alterations 
in any part of the Liturgy , ſhall take the pains to compare the preſent 
Book with the former ; we doubt not but the reaſon of the change may 
eaſily appear. = 
And ſuving thus endeavoured to diſcharge our duties in this eig h- 
ty Affair, as in the fight of God, and to approve our ſincerity 
therein ( fo far as lay m us ) to the conſciences of all men ; although 


we know it impoſ9ble ( in ſuch coariety of apprebenfions , bumours 
and 


and intereſts as are in the world ) to 775 all; nor can expect that 
men of factious, peeviſh and perverſe ſpirits ſhould be ſatisfied with 
any thing that can be done in this Rind by any other then them- 
ſelves : Jet we have good hope , that what is here preſented , and 
hath been by the Convocations of both Proymces with great diligence 
examined and approved , will be alſo well accepted and approved 
by all ſober , peaceable, and truly conſcientious Sons of the Church of

EPL, Here was never any thing by the wit of man fo well deviſed; 


F 


or ſo ſure eſtabliſhed, which, in continuance of time, hath 

not been corrupted : As, among other things, it may plain- 
ly appear by the Common Prayers in the Church, common- 
ly called Divine Service, The firſt original and ground 
whereof, if a man would ſearch out by the ancient Fathers, 
he ſhall find, that the ſame was not ordained but of a good 
purpoſe, and for a great advancement of godlineſs. For they 
ſo ordered the matter, that all the whole Bible, (or the greateſt part thereof) ſhould 
be read over once every year; intending thereby, that the Clergy, and eſpeci- 
ally ſuch as were Miniſters in the Congregation, ſhould (by often reading, and 
meditation in Gods Word) be ſtirred up to godlineſs themſelves, and be more 
able to exhort others by wholſom doctrine, and to confute them that were Ad ver- 
ſaries to the Truth; and further, that the people (by daily hearing of holy Scri- 
pure read in the Church) might continually profit more and more in the know- 
edge of God, and be the more inflamed with the love of his true Religion. 

But theſe many years paſſed, this godly and decent Order of the ancient Fathers 
hath been ſo altered, broken, and neglected, by planting in uncertain Stories and 
Legends, with multitude of Reſponds, Verſes, vain Repetitions, Commemorati- 
ons and Synodals; that commonly, when any Book of the Bible was begun, af- 
ter three or four Chapters were read out, all the reſt were unread. And in this 
ſort the Book of 1ſaiah was begun in Advent, and the Book of Genefir in Septaageſi- 
ma ; but they were onely begun, and never read thorough: After like ſort were 
other Books of holy Scripture uſed. And moreover, whereas S. Paul would have 
ſuch language ſpoken to the people in the Church, as they might underſtand, and 
have profit by hearing the ſame; the Service in this Church of England theſe 
many years, hath been read in Latin to the people, which they underſtand not; 
ſo that they have heard with their ears onely, and their heart, ſpirit, and mind 
have not been edified thereby. And furthermore, notwithſtanding that the an- 
cient Fathers have divided the Pſalms into ſeven portions, whereof every one 
was called a Nocfurn: Now of late time, a few of them have been daily ſaid, and 
the reſtutterly omitted. Moreover, the number and hardneſs of the Rules called 
the Pie, and the manifold changings of the Service was the cauſe, that to turn the 
Book onely was ſo hard and intricate a matter, that many times there was more 
buſinels to find out what ſhould be read, then to read it when it was found out. 

Theſe inconveniences therefore conſidered, here is fer forth ſuch an Order, 
whereby the ſame ſhall be redreſſed. And for a readineſs in this matter, here is 
drawn'out a Kalendar for that purpoſe, which isplainand eaſie tobe underſtood ; 
wherein (ſo much as may be) the reading of holy Scripture isſofer forth, that all 
things ſhall be done in order, withour breaking one piece from another. For this 
cauſe be cut off Anthems, Reſponds, Invitatories, and ſuch like things as did break 
the continual courſe of the reading of the Scripture. 

Yer, becauſe there is no remedy, but that of neceſſity there muſt be ſome Rules; 
therefore certain Rules are here ſet forth; which, as they are few in wunder, to 
they 


they are plain and eaſie to be underſtood. So that here you have an Order fer 
Prayer, and for the reading of the holy Scripture, much agreeable to the mind 
and purpoſe of the old Fathers, and a great deal more profitable and commodi- 
ous, then that which of late was uſed. It is more profitable, becauſe here are left 


otit many things,whercof ſome are untrue, ſome uncertain, ſome vain and ſupet- 


ſtitious; and nothing is ordained to be read but the very pure Word of God, the 
holy Scriptures, or that which is agreeable to the ſame ; and that in ſuch a lan- 
guage and order, as is moſt eaſie and plain for the underſtanding both of theRead- 
ers and Hearers. It is alſo more commodious, botffor the ſhortneſs thereof, and 
for the plainnefs of tne Order, and for that the Rules be few and eafie. 

And whereas heretofore there hath been great diverſity in ſaying and ſinging 
in Churches within this Realm; ſome following Salisbury Uſe, fome Herefird 
Uſe, and ſome the Uſe of Bangor, ſome of Vork, ſome of Lincoln; now from 
henceforth all the whole Realm ſhall have but one Uſe. 

And foraſmuch as nothing can be ſoplainly ſer forth, but doubts may ariſe in 
the uſe and practice of the ſame ; to appeaſe all ſuch diverſity (if any ariſe) and 
for the reſolution of all doubts, concerning the manner how to underſtand, do, 
and execute the things contained in this Book; the parties that fo doubt, or diverf= 
ly take any thing, ſhall alway reſort to the Biſhop of the Dioceſs, whoby his dife 
cretion ſhall take order forthequieting and appeaſing of the ſame; ſo that the 
ſame order be not contrary to any thing contained in this Book. And if the Bi- 


ſhop of the Dioceſs be in doubt, then he may ſend for the reſolution thereof to the

But what would St. Auguſtine have ſaid, if he had ſeen 
the Ceremonies of late days uſed among us; whereunto the multitude 
uled in his time was not to be compared? This our exceſſive multitude 
of Ceremonies was lo great, and many of them ſo dark, that they did 
nie confound and darken , then declare and ſet fozth Chaiſts benefits 
unto us. And beſides this, Chꝛiſts Golpel is not a Ceremontal Law (as

And almoſt all things are 
by the law purged with bloud; and without ſhedding | 
of bloud is no remiſſion. It was therefoze neceſſary | 
that the patterns of things in the heavens ſhould be 
purified with thele but theheavenly things themſetves | 
With better ſacrifices then theſe. Foz Chꝛiſt is not en- 
tred into the gory places made with hands, which are 
the figures of the true, but into heaven it felt, nowto |

Then the ſouldiers, when they had 
crucified Jeſus, took his garments (and made four 
parts, to every ſouldier a part) and alſo his coat: now 
the coat was without ſeam, woven from the top 
thꝛoͤughout. They ſaid therefoze among themſelves; 
Let us not rend it, but caſt lots fo: it, whole it ſhall be: 
that the ſcripture might be fulfilled, Which ſaith,They 
parted my raimentamong them, ſt foꝛ my veiture they 
did caſt lots. Theſe things therekoꝛe the ſouldiers did. 
Now there ſtood by the croſs of Jeſus,his mother,and 
his mothers ſiſter, Mary the Wife of Celeophas, and 
Mary Magdalene. When Jeſus therefoze ſaw his mo- 
ther,t the diſciple ſtanding by, whom he loved, he ſaith 
unto his mother, Woman, behold thy ſon. Then ſaith 
he to the diſciple, Behold thy mother. And from that 
hour that diſciple took her unto his own home. After 
this, Jeſus knowing that all things were noWwaccom-= 
pliched, that the Scripture might be fulfilled, ſaith, Þ 
thirſt. Nowthere was ſet a veſlel full of vineger: and 
they filled a ſpunge with vineger,and put it upon hyl⸗ 
ſop, and put it to his mouth. {hen Jeſus therefoze 
had received the vineger, he ſaid, Jt is finiſhed : and he 
bowed his head, and gave up the ghoſt. The Jews

Oraſmuch as all mortal men be ſubje& to many ſud- 
den perils, diſeaſes and ſickneſſes, and ever uncer- 
tain what time they ſhall depart out of this life; 
therefore to the intent they may be always in a 

readineſs to die whenſoever it ſhall pleaſe Almighty God 
to call them, the Curates {hall diligently from time to time 
(but eſpecially in the time of peſtilence or other infe&tious 
ſickneſs) exhort their Pariſhioners to the often receiving 

ofthe holy Communion of the Body and Bloud of our Sa- 
viour Chriſt, when it {hall be publickly adminiſtred in the 
Church; that ſo doing, they may in caſe of ſudden viſitati- 
on, have the leſs cauſe to be diſquieted for lack of the ſame. 
But if the ſick perſon be not able to come to the Church, 
and yet is deſirous to receive the Communion in his houſe ;
